2nd September, 1997 along with its Terms of Reference. The 
Terms of Reference have since been reviewed and it has been 
decided that the revised Terms of Reference of the Tariff 
Commission shall be as follows: 

(i) To make recommendations as an expert body, 
on matters referred to it by Government regard¬ 
ing fixation of tariff and all tariff related issues 
in relation to trade in goods and service, keeping 
in view the interest of various sectors including 
production, trade and consumers and taking into 
account the international commitments. The 
Commission should aim at evolving an overall 
tariff structure and look into the issue of tariff 
rationalisation. 

(ii) As per reference made by the Government, to 
study critically market access offers received 
from trading partners as part of WTO framework 
and to advise the Government on the opportuni¬ 
ties and challenges generated by these offers. 

(iii) To make a detailed impact analysis on select sec¬ 
tors like textiles, agriculture, automobiles, infor¬ 
mation technology, chemicals, steel and engineer¬ 
ing goods through a multi-disciplinary team. 


(iv) In order to facilitate reforms process, the Com¬ 
mission may examine the transition-period re¬ 
quired for select industries to recommend the 
gradual phasing-out of the tariffs as referred to it 
by the Government from time to time. 

(v) To identify the tariffication process for select 
economic activities as referred to the Commis¬ 
sion by the Government from time to time. 

(vi) To monitor the tariff changes in the competing 
and trade-partner countries and maintain an in¬ 
ventory of tariff-rates at a sufficiently detailed 
level. 

(vii) To undertake such other tasks as may be assigned 
by the Government from time to time. 

(yiii) To present an annual report to the Government 
of its activities. 

(ix) To carry out technical studies on cost of produc¬ 
tion of different goods and services and their com¬ 
petitiveness in relation to other countries, 

(x) To render advice on issues referred to it by the 
Government on classification of goods and 
products along with applicable tariff on such 
goods and products.
